NEW CAMPAIGN 


Alberta grain growers are advised 
that the Alberta Wheat Pool has in- 
augurated a new campaign for mem: 
bership and that this campaign is 
| being conducted on a different basis 
than others in the past, either in Al- 
berta or the other two provinces. 

The whestpool idea had its genesis 
in this province. Here the original 
was worked out. The legal details in 


connection with incorporation, the 
memorandum of association, the mem 
bers’ agreement and the by-laws, 


were first considered in Alberta, and, 
when carefully perfected, were the 
basis for the organizations sub- 
sequently brought into existance in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 

Much of the success of the pool 
metuod of marketing in Western 
Canada is attributable to the infinite 
care that was exercised in Alberta at 
the begining when those in charge 
of organization had this work in 
hand Alberta paved the way. The 
wheat pool here has made remarkable 
progresss, 

The success of the last two years 
as encowaged the directors of the 
wheat pool to authorize a new can- 
for members at this time This 
aign is now begun and it will 
be carried ou to the end of the year 
In the past all canvassing ~had been 
one voluntarily with no payment for 

srvices rendered, but this member- 
hip is therefore open to anyonevwho 
wishes to join in the canvass, bul)a 
“Gin: nission Will “be paia to any mei? ’ 
ver of the board of directors or / 
any employee of the association. Yat 
gates and local secretairies are ¢ligi- 
ble to paiticipate in tthe canvass and 
wo receive commissions. 

The commission is $1.50 per con- 
tract, If the membership fee is paid 
in cash—the fee is $3—the canvasser 
misy remit $1.50 to the head office 
of the wheat pool at Galgary and re- 
tain the balance as his commission, 
When the note form is signed by the 
grower on the contract sent in, the 
sum of $1.50 wil be sent by hear! 
office to the canvasser, but it must 
bo ia bona-fide wheat’ producer of 
the province, the contract must be 
complete as to full name of the grow- 
er, hiy address, location of land and 
number of acres sown in wheat in 
1925, and the signature properly wit- 
nessed.

In all cases contracts must be ne- 
companied by a canvasser’s report, 
properly filled out, with the full name 
of the canvasser and address proper- 
ly shown. This is neccessary so that 
the head office may-send the com- 
mission to the proper party. 

Contract forms, canvasser’s report 
forms, and self-addressed envelopes 
are being sent to all wheat pool dele- 
gates, wheat pool locals’ secretaries, 
secretaries of U.F.A. locals and mu- 
nicipal secretaries, t» any of whom 
cenvassers may apply for supplies, or 
they may send for supplies direct to 
the head office of the poo) at Calgary.

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GROWING INTO A 
TOWN

I was down in Milo a few weeks 
ago, and as it wails before: the rainy | 
season started things looked exceed- 
ingly good, This summer, being out 
on the road helping to organige the 
various co-aperative pools I have seen 
a ot of country—good, bad und in- 
different. In both central and north- 
ern Aberta I have seen some excel- 
lent farming countay, in spov.s, but 
take it all around, considering the: 
difficulty of clearing the land, hai)! 
and early frost, I fully believe that | 
as fay as grain growing goes, there 
is no better district in Alberta than 
the country along the new branch of | 
the Lomond-Blackie road. 

Take it year in and year out the 
country from the north dam of Lake |

Milo, Majorville, Queenstown, Shul-| 
dice, Arrowood and beyond is the 
country par excellent, for grain: 
growing.

Sometimes a farmer would try to 
beat the game by getting up very 
early, only to find when he got 
down to the ferry that the rest had 
done the same thing. 

Then there were 


range cattle. 

Late in the fall when the river was 
full of slush ice, it became rather 
dangerous to cross. Often horses 
had to be used to pull the ferry ac- 
cross and teamsters had to shove 
with poles. I remember one chilly 
November evening, when I was shov- 
ing on a long pole, I accidently fell 
into the ice cold water and had to 
drive home, twelve miles, in my wet 
clothes 

Yes, those were the days of real 
joy—I don’t think, 

Quite often teams got tangled up 
en the ferry and loads dropped off 
into the river, saving™ the farmer a 
trip to Cluny. 

Often between November 15th and 
Christmas, on account of drift ice, 
the ferry could not be run. Then in 
order to get money to pay our notes 
due we had to go to Gleichen by way 
of Arrowood, or to Bassano—climb- 
ing “that sleep 
hill, _ 

But as a rule most of the grain 
was hauled across the ice to Cluny 
during the months of January and 
Februany als the river seldom froze 
hard enough to haul a load across 
until after Christmas, 

Often the ice was heaped up in 
such a wugh shape—it took a small 
army of men to cut a road across, I 
remember one winter we had to ap- 
peal to the povincial government te 
help cut the road, 

This hauling wheat, during the two 
coldest months of winter, with the 
thermometer hovering between 30 
and 40 betow, in snowstorms, ete, 
was not exactly a pleasure and most 
of the time we had to walk along 
side the team to keep from freezing 
But when we reached Cluny we got 
waumed up all right for there usually 
was a car shortage and we hed to 
shovel our loads into granaries, which 
we had been compeled to buy lumber 
for and build on vacant lots all a 
round Cluny, 

In the spring when a car could 
be had we had the pleasure to shovel 
the wheat out of the granary and 
haul it over to the freight can, 

While the crossing on the ice was 
all right as long as the cold weather 
lasted, it became very dangerous 
when it began to thaw in early March 
and there was hardly a year when 
farmers did not loose valuable teams 
by dropping through the ice, and in 
some cases the driver had narrow 
escapes from duowning, 

The building of the bridge east of 
Cluny did away with much hardship, 
still the distance to town remained 
the same and the river hills had to 
be climbed. | However the building 
ofthe railroad has changed all this, 
nd with the railyoad so close at hand 
that the wheat can either be hauled 
direct from the threshing machine or 
two trips a day can be made, with 
good yields and the wheat pool stab- 
ilizing the prizes, the farmers.in this 
district, to saly the least, have as 
good prospects ahead of them as the 
farmers in any other distiret in Al- 
berta, 

Frow the standpoint of town mak- 
ing it would have been better had 
the town been laid out on Ole Nel, 
son’s land as first intended by the 
railroad company, it would have made 
one real good town, Still the way 
it has turned out, with short distances 
between towns, it makes the grain

A great rivalry exists between the 
two towns Milo and Queenstown, and 
each falrmer is certainly boosting the 
town nearest him for all he is worth, 
and which ever district you happen 
to be in you had better not say any- 
thing favorable about the town in the 
other district or they will mob you, 

I visited both towns and noticed 
great improvements in both, al- 
though Milo, so far has made the 
greatest progress. Developement in 
Queenstown has been held up ewing 
to the fact. there was trouble over 
getting the title for the townsite un- 
til recently. 

Milo has certainly made great pro- 
gress since last spring and if the 
five foot coal seam, discovered a mile 
north east of town on the old Cos. 
grove homestead, can be developed 
it will help the town immensely, 

When I was in Milo the third eleva- 
tor was nearly completed and the 
fourth about to be started, 

There was a good lumber yard, a 
coal and wood yard, and the second 
livery barn was being built. 

Booth Main stivet and the roads 
leading into town have been graded 
and Main street is fronttd by two 
rows of substatial looking stores, 

Milo has two of the best stocked 
hardware stores in amy small town 
outside of Calgary. One of these is 
operated by Mr. Phillips, formerly of 
Lomond, while St, Peter, who used 
to run the old Milo general store, has 
the other and also holds the agency 
for the International Implement Co. 

There are two good grocery and 
general stores, one run by Sam Job: 
fin,” 
Milo store and the other one operfited 
by Mr. Mathews (I think) who also 
acts as paymaster forthe elevators. 
Ferngreen, the butcher from old Milo 
put up a good building for a meat 
market and general store, “but has 
sold out to another party. 

Milo has two garages, one run by 

4. Johnson, fommerly of old Milo, and 
a other by H. Mensinger, formerly 
of Vulcan, Milo also boasts of harn- 
ess shop, shoe repair shop, and Nels 
Monson, one of the best blacksmith’s 
on Southern Alberta, is now perman- 
ently located here, 

The phone central has been moved 
from old Milo and is still being oper- 
ated by the two young ladies, Miss 
Vinge and Miss Johnston, Frank 
Harvey holds the job as post master 
besides running a coal yard and being 
the local representative of John D, 
Rockefeller, in the oil businesss. Two 
up-to-date restaurants, ice cream 
parlors with rooms above are oper- 
ated by two enterprising Chinese. 

Higins, the popular barber, still 
keeps his barber shop and pool room 
underground, but rumor hag it that 
he is erecting a building for a drug 
store on top. 

Last but not least a big hotel was 
under construction and is probably 
finished by this time, and soon the 
good citizens of Milo will be able-to 
partake of some of the stuff, which 
in the good old days, made Milwau- 
kee famous, 

Readeyvs of this must bear in 
niind that I have described Milo as 
seen over a month ajzo, Since then 
no doubt other business enterprises 
have come, so do not blame me for 
mot mentioning thenr, I might also 
state that Milo has two dray men 
Charless McIntyre and John Kidd, 
while Mrs. Shore supplies the town 
with Milk. Milo was also being 
supplied with water sold by the bar-

Wheat Poo] in the middle of the sum- 
mer of 1923 attracted world-wide at- 
tention, It was said at the time that 
success for such an edventure was im 
possible, but so great was the en- 
thusiasm for it beva amongst the 
farmers and the business men of the 
province Miat instantaneous success 
met its first efforts. Although the 
members’ arveemert and by-laws and 
ether necessary papers were not 
drawn up until August of that year, 
the canvass for meinbers which then 
ensued met so fine a response that 
by November, 1923, there were cn- 
relied 25,601 members, representing 
total acreage of 2,416,415 acres, 
Confidence in the poo! continued to 
grow, additional members were con: 
stantly added to the lists so that by 
Septembe 16, 10°5, the membership 
had increased to 52,162, representing 
a total of acreage under contract of 
8,184,047 aces, 


Although so shert a time was open | 


to organize the operations of 1923 
the Alberta Wheat Pool handled in
